DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
L Claims 1-10 and 18, drawn to a device and method, classified in class 604, 
subclass 500. 

II. Claims 11-17, drawn to a method for removing particles, classified in class 606, 
subclass 200. 

III. Claims 19-26, drawn to a vascular prosthesis, classified in class 623, subclass 1.1. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process can be practiced with another materially different 
product such as a combination of multiple catheters. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the combination does not require a braid with variable porosity. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a vascular prosthesis that is not integral to a catheter. 
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Inventions III and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process can be practiced with another product such as by a 
combination of multiple catheters. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

1 . means for moving the braided structure to an expanded condition by moving at 
least one of the tube and moving means, or 

2. the braided structure being temperature sensitive so the braided structure is 
moveable to an expanded condition by heating the braided material. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are considered generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

During a telephone conversation with John Kappos on 10/07/03 a provisional election 
was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Invention I, claims 1-10 and 8. Further an 
election of species was also made with traverse to prosecute the species having means for 
moving the braided structure to an expanded condition by moving at least one of the tube and 
moving means (claims 1-8 and 18). Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claims 9-17 and 19-26 are withdrawn from further consideration 
by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The "alternating first and second braided section" have not been described in the specification or 
depicted in the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 7-8 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Daniel et al (US pat# 5,814,064). Daniel discloses a distal protection device. See figure 13A. 
The device includes an outer, hollow tube (124), a porous braided structure (130), and means for 
moving (132). The braided structure has a porous proximal side and a porous distal side with 
smaller pores. See figure 14A and 8:27-51. The distal side may also have a microporous 
membrane bonded or cast thereon. See 8:31-37. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 7-8 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hart et al (US Pat# 5,868,708). Hart discloses a distal protection device. See figure 10. The 
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device includes an outer, hollow tube (12), a porous braided structure (36), and means for 
moving (18). The braided structure has a porous proximal side (64) and a porous distal side (72) 
with smaller pores. See figure 10. Figure 10 shows the alternating porous sections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Daniel et al. 
Daniel meets the claim limitations as described above but fails to include the porous membrane 
being an elastic porous membrane. At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to 
incorporate an elastic membrane into the invention of Daniel. Applicant has not disclosed that 
the elasticity of the membrane provides an advantage, is used from a particular purpose, or 
solves a stated problem. One of ordinary skill in the art, furthermore, would have expected 
Applicant's invention to perform equally well with a non-elastic membrane or any porous 
membrane since the critical function of the membrane is for containing emboli. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
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F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-8 and 18 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-7 of U.S. Patent No. 6,258,1 15. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
the scope of the invention is the same.
